100 MILE FRONT 


Germans Are Preparing a 
Vast Front for Another 
Attack on Allies 


EXPECT HEAVY ATTACK 


Countless 
German 
Guns 
Are Roaring—No In­ 
fantry Action Noted

In preparation for another heav y 
infantry attack against 
the allied 
lines in Picardy in an attempt to 
reach Amiens, the German gu ns of 
all calibres are roaring in thu nderou s 
tones along a front of more than 100 
miles from north of Arras to north 
of Soissons. 
The entire cou ntryside 
is said to be rocking from the heav y 
detonations, bu t no infantry action 
has yet dev eloped. 
Rig Attack Ex pected 
Especially sev ere has been the Ger­ 
man fire arou nd Bu cqu oy north of 
Albert, sou th of the Somme and be­ 
tween Montdidier and Noyon.

A th eory gaining scientific Kecept- 
auoe is th at in th e void of iuterstellar 
space th ere is a substance wh ich veils 
from our view th e stars bey ond a '■•re­ 
tain limit of distance.

particles,

Varieties of Pearls.

Th e avlcula sh ell 
is usually less th an six centimeters in 
diameter, and I h ave never seen a pearl 
produced by th is sh ell th at was larger 
th an a No. 6 sh ot.

ONE OF WORLD’ 
S CURIOSITIES 


F ir Tree in Belg ium Has Characteris­ 
tics Unlike Any of Its Kind So 
I 
Far as Known. 


What is claimed to be one of the 
most cu riou s trees in the world was 
fou nd in Belgiu m by M. Lou is Fire, 
president of the Roy al Botanical So­ 
ciety of Belgiu m. It is n fir tree, still 
standing at Inst accou nt, in the forests 
of Aliaz, Canton of Vau d. 
“This particu lar tree.” reports Pro­ 
fessor Fire, “stands 4 ,5 00 feet abov e 
the sea and is su rrou nded by a forest 
of firs, which it ex ceeds in height by 
30 to 4 0 feet. 
“The tru nk of this tree 18 ten me­ 
ters, or a little more than thirty feet, 
in circu mference u t the base. At abou t 
a y ard from the grou nd it pu ts ou t, 
on the sou th side, sev en o if shoots, 
which hav e grown into tru nks as strong 
and v igorou s as those of the other 
trees In the forest. 
Bent and gnarled 
at the bottom, these sido-tru nks soon 
straighten themselv es u p and rise per­ 
pendicu larly and parallel to the main 
stem. 
“Another most cu riou s fact is that 
the two largest side-tru nks are con­ 
nected with the principal stem by su b- 
piadrangu lar braces resembling gird­ 
ers. These beams hav e probably been 
formed 
by 
an 
anastomosing 
of 
branches, 
which, 
common 
enou gh 
among the nngin-sperms. Is ex tremely 
rare among conifers.” 


Ben Franklin's Simp le Diet. 
It is amu sing to read how Ben 
Franklin thriv ed on a biscu it, or a 
slice of bread, a handfu l" of raisins, or 
a tart from the pastry cook and a 
glass of water, v aried at times by 
boiled rice or a potato, or a hasty pu d­ 
ding of his own making. 
Upon this 
fare grew America’s greatest states­ 
man and the world’s greatest philoso­ 
pher. 
The rich and ambitiou s y ou th 
of these day s wou ld scorn su ch a diet, 
holding that it was the eating that 
made the man. 
Bu t Benjamin not 
only sav ed time and money by his new 
diet, bu t as he say s: “I made greater 
progress from that greater clearness 
of head and q u icker apprehension 
which generally attended temperance 
in eating and drinking.” This abstemi­ 
ou s life did not seem to detract from 
his health, bu t rather contribu ted to his 
longev ity , for he liv ed fp be eighty - 
fou r y ears old. 


Formation and Color. 
The iridescence of nacre, or motliq r- 
of-pearl, is a matter of form and not 
actu al color. In fact, nil “changeable” 
colors are more or less the resu lt of 
fori.i ev en where there is pigmentation 
beneath, su ch as in certain ribbed silks. 
When su nlight hears directly u pon 
finely ribbed metal, as a file, there is 
the same play of colors. 
In the base of raother-of-pearl an In­ 
teresting ex periment has been made. 
An impression of the pearl was tak­ 
en u pon pu re white wax . It was then 
fou nd that the apparently smooth su r­ 
face of tlm pearl had still su fficient 
irregu larities to impress u pon the wax 
a su rface that resu lted in similar color 
manifestations.—Ednv in Tarrisse.
